PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Fifth FarUament-Foarth Session. 

SECOND DAY. 
Monday, January 27th, 1800,

THE RKt'LY TO TUB SrKKCU. 



Mr. Ciinninghiiui, the new member 
for Now ^Veatlllinate^ city, in moving 
the reply to the speoeli from tlie llironu, 
cnnfessed to a certain degree cif euibnr- 
rnssmeiib in pcrforiniug this lioiiorabio 
duty, wliieli he lio|jed to l)o able to do 
ill a miiuuer .satisfactory to luniaolf ami 
to tlio House. His einharrus.smeiit was 
iucreusod by the fuct tliat bo did not 
know how far to go ; — he believed that 
a ruiiuing comment upon the various 
clauses of the Bitoeoh was allowable. 
He thought that every iiiembor of the 
House would agree that the Spoccii was 
iin unusually able and compi cheiisive 
dooumont. The yew, he siid, ju^i 
closed had been one of oxccptionul pres- 
perity in -f- alnioet ev;ery branch 
of industry iii the ' province, 
and ho fait couQdent that' at 
the close of the present year an 
equally-good record would be sliowti. 
There wus no doubt ui his mind that 
tiio recent visit of His Excellency the 
Governor-General Tvbuld bo productive 
of immense benefit to tho prm-lnce. 
His Excellency had acquired informa- 
tion that would be of use to 
bini and liiu cabinet, and to the province 
of British Columbia. He (tlio honor- 
able member for Now West minater 
City) Inid had tho pleasure of aci,i)iii- 
pauyinj; His Kxeelleucy on his trip up 
the l''iii.-ier aii<l (111 lii.i iiisjieutiini ol ilie 
siiwiiiills on the l iver, Ilis K.\ecl!i;iiev 
liail been deeply interested and iiii- 
pictHud with tlie cH|)aliilitica nf tin; |)ro- 
vinee, of whii-ie ^reat I'XLtent lie liiid 
previously liad no itlea. Ilis M\cel- 
leiu'y liail had iiii opporluiiitv "f si;uii)g 
samples of tlie luiuljer piodueeil on the 
Fi aser, I lie like of wliioli lio hud never 
seen liefure. Not only would the 
visit of Ilis ICjccelli-iiey have the ell'cct 
of iiialiiiig Biili.ili t'oluiiiljiii'.s v.ist iiii- 
poiiaiicc kiiDWii, Ijiit it would iitlai'li the 
pi'ovinci.' mure i-liwi-ly to llie DiMiiiiiinii 
and the Dniiiiiiien more clnsely to tlie 
province. Alluding' to tliu most iiii- 
pdi taut part of the .'Speech, tlie iiiorer 
of the reply referred lo the wondeifnl 
increase of the revenue diiriiiy tlie past 
year. Tlie record in tliia respect was 
most uuusiiiil. He doubted if a similar 
showing liad been made in any iitlier 
part of the Uoiiilnioii ; certainly never 
before in the history of this provhice 
had the revenue c.-ccecded the estimates 
by '20 per cent. It iveiil to prove that 
the condition <if the province 
WHS liiianeially healthy. Tlio |>rovinee 
bad been singularly freo fioiii coiimier- 
cial disaster during thu jeur. It lind 
been fortunate above all other parts of 
the nonunion in this respect ; it uii;;lil 
safely In; said, fortltnat« above all other 
pin ts uf America. Tlie^showing in re- 
gard to tho revenue proved that the 
govcrnmeut Imd beoD careful oikI elli- 
uient in collecting the revenue ; and 
equally careful and honest in the cx- 
poudltureot it. He (the hon. uiembcr for 
New Westminster olty) thought that the 
government had earneil for itself the up- 
probationof all British ColuinbiaiiB, and 
were entitled to the thanka of every 
taxpayer. The Verdict was universal, 
"Well douB.SWell done good andfaith- 
ful'SXfvant&r HeH*i)agr«tnla:dcd and 
compUjnratc4;;itI>e eo^^cnmont on the 
resMts:tiHij^' UaC^^ The .piuiei-s 

contaibed'newa ot viui aiiiouiita of Brit- 
ish uapitaTtbatwerebeiagiDvestcdln tho 
Unitea States. .Capital was required to 
develop the resources of British Colum- 
bia, and what was the first question that 
pmspeetiiig ::apitalists asked, — are the 
liiiaiicos of the eoiiiitry en a sound liii.sis'; 
Is the gdvcniiiieiit eliicii'iit, careful and 
honest '.' TIiohc two questiims are ably 
answered liy the record made by the 
present gineriinient. Tiie good liiimi- 
eiid shewing of the past year would al.so 
ntliael the most desinible class of imiiii- 
gnition. Wlien the estimates were 
made public ill 188!l the government 
critics said tliu.1 the guverniiieiiL were 
visionaries and did not e.xpect what 
they tlieiriHelves aiiniiuiiced in 
their estlinatea, Now it would bo .seen i 
that tlie ( ioverniueiit did fully iiiiiler- I 
stand tho c<iiiiitry ami llieinselves iiiuoli ; 
hotter tbun did their erilics. In ; 
this iie\i- country it was jili' isiiig to ' 
see that a .suliilion of t in- priiiciii.il ililli- I 
culty wliieli retarded iiiiiiiiig priigress in | 
the upper country hail been suggested. 
It was a new theory to reduce the ores 
on the spot, and it was iiuduubtedly a 
most practicable and roasounble one. It 
was assumed by the Government that 
by increased means of conimuiiication 
being provided the niining industry 
would be greatly benelittci-l, and capital 
ami men would come iu to ])roduce 
superior dcv<;li)pineiits. The reference 
made to the adiiiinistnil ion of the min- 
erals ;n the railway belt showed that 
the Uovernmcnt hud taken iin advanced 
poaitioii on this subject. This was a 
matter of great interest to mining men, 
and when settled it ■would give more 
satiafaetury security to capitalists that 
their lavestmeiita would be protected. 
On ; the deaih of the late Hon. Robt. 
Dunsmiiir it was faared the coal indus- 
try had received a blow that would 
mntorially blight its proaperity. He 
was glad to see from the record of the 
year that the wor.st fears liail iii>t been 
realized, as the iiiiiii.stry mIidwciI a 
healthier increase than ever before. 
.Not. only on tlif! l;dmid liad the coid in- 
dustry pro.speied, liiit all over the luaiii- 
liiud discoveries uf coal deposits luid 
lu'eii iiiiuli- dnriug Llie year, wliicli in 
llieir ileveloiinieliL would add lo 1 lie 
railways an<l to the general pros|)eiity 
of tho province, i^greeiiig witii 
the expression in the speech, 
tliftt the buckwardncas of agri- 
culture ill the province was to be re- 
gretted, he still thoujjlit tliiit the out- 
look WHS promising. Jt v\'oulil be a 
quest ion for the II ouse to consider the 
causes that lead t» the present coiiililioii 
of things, it was assuredly not for 
wiiut of good hind, for with it 
the province abouni'eil. Ho knew 
that Hutiio lunil in New West- 
minster district produced as high 
as lliO laiHliels to the ncre; while the 
ex'teiil uf this fertile land was iiiiniense. 
At the Toronto ox liibitioii hist yeur the 
tinst preiiiiiini for vej^etablea was Bceurcd 
by a fanner from Now Westmljiater dis- 
trict, tho prbses koitig competed for by 
alt the Dominion. A like euccosa was 
nohiovedin Phllnitetphia by a gentleman 
from Lulu Island, over all the States in 
the Union and all the Dominion. It 
was regrettable that not SO per cont of 
what woi oonaumed In Britiati Columbia 
was produced ot home. This was the 
weak spot in the afTaira of the provinco, 
and ho hoped that during the 
Hossioii each member would ask 
himself what lift could do to 
advance tin; interestH of agriculture 
in 1 lie proviiii-e. l''riiit grown in Brit- 
ish CoUiiiiliiii had carried olf the first 
jiri/.e at Toniuto, (hear, hour,) and it 
was a noteworthy fiict that the exhibit 
emisistcd of over/ variety, floine liH 
samples being aliown. The climate and 
soil of H. C. were particularly well 
adaiiteil for fruit culture and he hoped 
to see it liecoiii'j line of tho greatest iii- 
diistrio of the province. In (/iiliforiiia 
last year I lie pniiieH iirodiicod amounted 
to l."i,W)(),<l(lt) pounds, rriuies touUI bo 
grown in H. (I. "a aucceHsful.y as uiiy- 
whure in the world, iilthoiigli this fact 
wiia not goiienilly known.

Thanks to 
the fish ])ropagation undertaken by the 
Doitiiuion (..'overimu'iit on the Fraser 
thcsupply liadiieverbeen better than tliks 
year, unil lie had no feiir of a shortage 
of the aupiily. What would have to be 
more carefully watched was tho de- 
mand. Four hundred thousand eases 
were exported by British (Columbia this 
year; I he Northern canneries exceeded 
these tigii ICS, and he hoped that a con- 
servative jailioy lii relation to salmon 
canning would he observed this year. 
.Suwinills a!, present in cinuse of erec- 
tion in liritisli Coluinliia represented an 
aggregate capital of a million dollars. 
On tho Fraser one mill now approach- 
ing completion would have a capacity of 
;i5l),0(M) feet, iind would be the best on 
the Paeitic const and would cost little 
less than a qnnrter of a million. Another 
now mill was building at Now West- 
iiiiiistcr, aiiotlier on the island and au- 
otlior on IJiiriaid Inlet. He had no fear 
for tho future of the lumber trade, and 
auppleincntury to It will bo the ship 
building. When tlie sawmills begin to 
build their own ships to carry the out- 
put of their niills, a new era in the lum- 
l)cr industry of the prnviiiee will be 
marked. He hoped the best for tlio 
lumber industry in liritisli Columbia. 
The hiinber industry had been greatly 
retarded by tho fact that there 
was no reasonably accurate chart of the 
Friiaer rivor to be Imd. Tho fault in 
this respect did not lie with the Provin- 
cial government. The Board of Trade 
lust year at New Westminster took up 
this (jueation and asked for a chart. One 
was issued compiled from surveys made 
ill I s.SO, and which were materially in- 
ai i'iirute now. There waa no excuse for 
tins, as had the Dominion Government 
avii iled themselves of the services of H. 
.\l. ships which had made recent surveys 
and could provide u chart issued by the 
adiiiii',i.ltv. If a proper ohart had been 
nlitainuble the himber strade5^.bf'- the 
I''i ascr this year would have been double 
what it is. He hoped tho House would 
make itself beard on -this question. It 
was gratifying to learn that the Beh- 
riiig's .Sea dispute was likely to be 
speeilily settled, and he believed that 
iiie coniiiion sense of the United .States, 
of ICiiglniid ami of Camida would pro- 
diue a peaceful solution of the (liiii- 
culty. ("oiiiing to the thirteenth clause in 
the wpeecli, It was u ifortuiiate, but 
coiiiparuiively little was known of the 
niiiierul, Juniber and agricultural re- 
sources ot Hritish ('oliiiiibia. The con- 
teni]dnted surveys embraced, he sup- 
posed, exaniiiiuLioiis into all of these 
questions, and would be of much 
use to the province. The re- 
distribution of seats, the ques- 
tion of the session, would no doubt re- 
ceive careful considiration >vheii it 
ciiiiie before tliu House. He hoped that 
it would. The basis of population had 
materially cluiiiged since the last distri- 
bution; uikI a large population had set- 
tled on the mainland. A wonderful in- 
eieiise i.f population had occurred in 
Nev\' Westminster district, a district of 
vuHi dimensions reaohiug from the Cas- 
cades to the coast, and fiom the boun- 
dary almost to Ahiaka. This one dia- 
tiict was as large as some of the eastern 
provinces, and it liud grievances in the 
matter of representation that were en- 
titled to redress. He did not think that 
it was any wonder that the people of 
this iniiiieiise district, with only lour 
meniUcrs to rei)i'e:ieiiL them, were dis- 
satistied. r>y th,- i-ii I of trie seMinu he 
hoped there would bo no complaint 
froun any part of the province 
iu regard to the action taken 
by the government in this matter. 
He bud the utmost confidence that 
good sense and fair play would prevail 
when this rpieatiou came before the 
House. It was worthy of note that the 
development of railways on a larger scale 
than ever before was anticipated by the 
governuicnt. hritish ( olumbia needed 
competing lines, cheap transportation 
and closer communirjation between the 
interior and the coast. These questions 
he felt sure would receive careful and 
liberal consideration. The legisla- 
tion foil sliiulowed ill the closing 
paragraphs of the address bo 
tlioiiglit was ill the right direction, and 
he hod pliMsiiie in moving the usual 
reply lo the .Speech, 

In the absence of Mr. Haslain, to 
whom t his duty had been originally al- 
lotted, .\Ir. iSiiiitli, the junior iiiembor 
for hillooel, seconded the reply. 
In a brief, Inisincss-like speech, he 
coiiiiiiented upini tli« general condition 
of the i-oinitry for the ]iast year 
as coui])iired with wdiat it was 
seven or eight years ago; railway con- 
struction was then in its infancy, the 
('. P. K. WHS just Intilding. Fidlowiiig 
up from this period the lion, member for 
Lillooot sketched in well chosen lan- 
guage tliu rapid progress of the country, 
and touelic<l upon what still was re- 
quired lo advance its growth. The 
speech waa well received. 

Hon. Mr. lieaveu congratulated both 
tlie mover and seconder of the reply 
upon the able and comprehensive inaii- 
iier ill wliieli they had ]jreaeiited their 
views to tlie Houfe, He could not help 
noticing that the hon. member for New 
Westminster city was imbued with the 
true Christian spirit, for he waa not the 
Governmeut candidate at the laat elec- 
tion, and yet he waa moat liberal in his 
praise of the Qovornment. "Having been 
ainittcn on one oheek, he very 
meekly turned tho other. He 
could not agree with the member 
for New WcstminateT- city that the 
speech was an able as well as a oompro- 
lieiisivk: document. The latter it cer- 
tainly was, but he failed to observe any 
ability displayed in it. In regard to 
the increase of revenue, he thought that 
its exceeding the estimate only showed 
lliiit the calculations of the (Jovenimeiit 
were erroneous, ile, too, was gratitied 
at the ciintiiiuud piusiieiity of Piritish 
Coluinliia, lull he did not ascribe it to 
any action of the Provincial (ioverii- 
iiiciit. {baugliter. ) They had retarded 
the proviiii'e if Ihey had done anj'- 
tliiiig. ( Renewed laughter. ) When the 
N. P. H. and ( '. P. K. opened u)i 
the count l y and liroiiglil an iiici easeil 
population the iniuilry piuspered, and 
it would continue .so to do despite the 
provincial goveniiiient. Tlie goverii- 
nieiit had wiu'ked against the building 
of tho C, P. U., and they could not 
point to any one act of legislation they 
had accomplished that was calculated 
to udvnnce the interests of Itritish 
Columbia. Tlie province liad lost two 
prominent ligiircs during tlie iwess, and 
now 11 ineiiiher of last session's caliinut 
\vas the leader of the government. In 
Liikiiig tho Icadoiahip he was acting 
perfectly within tho constitution, but 
lie (Hon. Mr. Heaven) thought that tho 
constitution sliuuld certainly be changed 
in tiiis respect. Before the provincial 
aecrotary uecumo premier he should 
have iniormed his conatituenta what his 
poliny was. He did not announce a 
policy, however, although he addressed 
two or throe meetings; one at Albernl, 
one during tho eamlidaturo of Hon. Mr. 
Davio uiiil Olio at Kainloops.

Hon. iMr. Reavon, eontliuiiug, re- 
ferred to Hon. Mr. Hobsou's visits to 
Albernl and Kamloops. Ho waa sorry, 
he Bald, that ho did not take some one 
of his cabinet with him, and pay the ex- 
penses out of his own pocket. 
After coiiimoutiiig that Hon. .Mr. 
Rolwou did not explain how the seats 
wore to be re-distributed when he 
touched upon tho subject at tho Kam- 
loops meeting, Mr. Heaven proceeded to 
Bud fault with the action of tho govern- 
ment in (not mibniitliiig Mr. Higgiiis' 
name to the repreaeiitative of the crown 
before ho was n.imed us .Speaker; and 
with .Mr. .Sjjcaker for having asked ffoiii 
tho representative of Tho crown 
the privileges obtained on the opening 
of the parliament. 

Hon. Mr. Robsou said that the duty 
he had to perform was unusually simple 
and easy. The honorable leader of the 
opposition had made no great etfort. His 
entire speech appeared to bo an attempt 
to make mountains out of mole liill.'i. 
The honorable leader of the ojiposition 
was nothing if not carping on some little 
question of procedure. After paying a 
deserved complimoiit to the mover and 
secoiidei of tho resolution ho had given 
the govcrninent side of the house abso- 
lutely nothing to combat or reply to. 
He had twitted the honorable member 
for Now Westminster city with not be- 
ing the choice of the goveruuieiit in tho 
recent bye-election at which he was 
elected. It was a false position that ho 
was striving to place that honorable 
gentloman in. The government had 
favored no eandidale in that 
election. They bud left the 
people of the Royal City to make their 
own choice. The government hadnoth- 
to do with, their action, and he 
thought tlie remarks of the hon. leader 
of tho opposition were in very bad form, 
indeed. -Again the hon. leader of the 
opposition had endeavored to ludd the 
government up to ridicule as a govern- 
ment without a policy. He (the pre- 
mier) would like to know what the dis- 
tinctive eliaraeler of the government 
lead liy timl hon. gentleman was before 
it wa * retired. Tlie policy of that gov- 
eruni'Mit appeared to be clieese-iiiiring 
througliout, sitting in ollice and trying 
to mate ends meet. Not with a view 
to meeting the reijuireinents of 
the country, for ilioy allowed the 
roads and bridges to go into ruin. This 
was tho practical policy of the hoii- 
leadir of the opposition govermneut, 
and it was just on account of his picay- 
une, cheese piiring ))olicy that bis gov- 
ernment was east aside and the people 
placed in power gentlemen that had a 
policy, enterprising and progressive, 
and calculated to meet the wants 
of the province. (Applause). In re- 
gard to the objection raised by 
Pfon. Mr. Peavon to the name of the 
speaker not being submitted to the ))er- 
son iidiiiinistruting the government for 
approval, Hon. Mr. Robson thought that 
it was answered by the fact that that 
person recognized him as the choice of 
the House and addressed him as "Mr. 
.Speaker." When the hon. leaderoftho 
opposition raised— Ihs objection on the 
opening of the House he passed it over 
as quietly aa possible, as he did uot wish 
in the presence of the lar^e. uudience 
presence, to expose the ciirpirig, sinirling 
disposition of that hon. gentleman. 
Tlie present government was porfeetly 
constitutional, . and had the conGdenvse' 
of twenty-twonty-aeventlis of the Hohse 
and of !)') per cent, of the voting popula- 
tion of the province, and in the foco of 
these facts lie did not think the iion. 
leador of the opposition was wise in 
speaking as he did. All the govern- 
ment were iu the House with the wishoa 
and the confidence of their constituents, 
and a sure sign of the confidence of the 
poo]ile in them ana iu the government 
was to be seen whenever a bye-election 
occurred. It only increased the 
strength of the government j in whose 
policy the people of British Columbia 
had faith. When the hon. member who 
last session sat for Weatminater city, 
the flower of the opposition he was, a 
hotly contested election onaued, at 
which lioth candidatea were ataunob 
government supporters. If there had 
been any opposition in New Weatmina- 
ter it would certainly have produced a 
man in the hope of getting him in wdiile 
there was a split in the government 
vote. The people were convinced, 
however, of the lienetits to be derived 
from the currying out of the present 
governiiieiit's policy, and a good govern- 
ment supporter was returned. (--Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Semliii had listened with sur- 
prise, ho said, to the arguments ad- 
vanced by Hon. Mr. Robson in reply to 
Hon. Mr. Heaven's charge that the gov- 
erniiieiit had no policy. The hon. leader 
of the goveriimont simply said neither 
had tile government led by Hon. Mr. 
Heaven some years ago. When Hon. .Mr. 
Rob.son visited Kamloops he (Mr. .Sem- 
lin) had not luid tho opportunity of 
meeting him. He did not come, it was 
true, lilio u thief in the night, but if he 
had known of Ilia iiiteudeiT visit he (Mr. 
Senilin) would have made It a iioint to 
meet him, even at great personal incon- 
venience — 

Hon. Mr. Hobaon — The meetiiic was 
advertised for ten di^ya. You can t read 
the newspapera, 

Mr. Semlin replied that the notifica- 
tion waa indefinite. If it had been 
otherwise the audience would doubt- 
less have been larger. 

Hon Mr. Robson — There waa no room 
for what we had in the largest hall iu 
the town. 

Ml. Semlin, continuing, compliment- 
cu the country, not the provincial 
go\ (1 iiiiieiit, upon tho general proa- 
))erity. He thought that if credit Was 
to be given the government for the in- 
crease of the coal output, the govern- 
ment should also be asked to eiplaiii 
the decrease iu the gold output. He 
could not understand what wiis meant 
by tlu! backwariliiess of agriculture. 
He thought the ugriculiurlsts of the 
province were progressive. If tlio ex- 
pri ssioii (pioted nie.iiit that there waa 
a paucity of farmers, they were riuht; 
if I hey referred to tlie knowledge pos- 
sessed by tliefariiieisof theirlandaiul how 
lo work it, it was wrong and misleading. 
He hoped lo see a thorough aystomumtlo 
])olicy, bused on good judgment and fair 
play adopted in regard to the redistribu- 
tion of Koale. The balance of .Mr. .Sem- 
liii's speech was in most reapects a repe- 
tition of the matters talked of by his 
lender.

By invitation of the Canadian Pacilic 
Telegraph authorities, a number of 
Nova Scotiaiis met iu tho telegraph 
oiiice of this city on .Sunday afternoon. 
The object was to hold a telegraphic 
conversation direct with Hallfnx over 
the newly completed line of telegraph. 
In response to the invitatlotia the fol- 
lowing gentlemen were present: E. B. 
Marvin, Cupt. J. G. Cox, Win. Munsie, 
W. R. Brown, G. H. Brown, R. P. 
McLennan, Fred. Brown, W. K. Rey- 
nolds aud the staff of the telecraph 
office. 

A heavy anew storm Saturday night 
had placed the wires between Nanaimo 
and Vancouver in very bad shape. 
From Vancouver to Halifax they were 
as clear as a bell. 

John W. Mackay, president of tho 
Pacific Postal Co., had a long conversa- 
tion during the morning from Now 
York direct to Porthind, Or. " At 1:30 
"Vi" (Victoria) heard "Vr " (Vancou- 
ver), and the . wire was duplexed; 
Messrs. Archibald and Christie manipu- 
lating the wires. "Vr" then but "Ax" 
(Halifax) on, aud immediately the call 

Vi, Vi, Vi, Ax" (which was Halifax 
calling Victoria) came ringing in, over 
four tnousand miles of wire. 

Mr. Chriatie answered for Victoria, 
and Halifax atarted to send a lot of. con- 
gratulatory mesaagea upon tlie opening 
of the line. 

Mr. W. J. Camp, electrician of tho 
C. P. R., Montreal, was at the Halifax 
end of the circuit. He ia acquaiuteJ 
with the staff out here and expressed 
gratification to meet them again. With 
telegraph people, a few thousand miles 
are nothing a;; long aa they can hear 
their friends wagging the "key" or send- 
ing iustrument. It seems strange, but 
an operator can recognize the touch of a 
fellow operator from among thouaauda, 
as a person can distinguish a friend's 
voice in a crowd.

a certain amount of interruption muat 
bo uxpected. Since the udvent -of fhe 
Canadian Pncific in the province the ser- 
vice has improved remarkably, and it 
will naturally go on improving. The 
Canadian Pacific is to be congratulated 
upon oounecting by means of the mystic 
wire Halifax, tho finest seaport on the 
Atlantic, and Victoria, the prettiest sea- 
port on. the Pacific coast.

The News-Advertiser is Joins' 'ts beat 
to create the inipreaaion that we, in 
noticing the foi-nintion of tlia Mainland 
Aaaociutiou, uaed strony and ofreiisive 
language, lu au article whicliit wiahua 
tobeconsideredconoiliatory, itsaya : "We 
can but regret that our contemporary 
did not adopt the sanio tone that ii does 
now a week or so ago, us, undoubtedly, 
it would havo prevented people here 
from being irritiitad by the violent 
language, uncalled for ubiiae, and fooi 
ish threats which the Colonist indulged 
in when first discussing ita subject." 

It seems to ua that our contemporary 
is in the liabit uf using language which, 
in its opin.ou, soundn well without pay- 
ing the 3a;4ncu3i atteutiou to its signi- 
ficance. We defy our contemporary to 
produce one seateace or one epithet in 
what we drst aaid on the subject of the 
organizutioii of a Mainland Association 
which any man who understands Eupr 
lise can, with any aemblanco of trut!i 
pronounce violent, abual\-o, or thicatcu 
iiig. We art not in the habit of discusa- 
ing questions in a violent inaaner,;iuid 
in thib-case we expressed ourselves iiiod 
erately and calmly, and in a, way thai 
not even the moat sensitive of Main- 
laudera could taice oil'ence. In on 
that our readers may have the opportu- 
nity of seeing lor tl,eniselves whether or 
not we commenced this disouasldn,^ in 
the way attributed to us by - the News 
Advertiser, we reproduce the article 
below, and ask both friends and oppo- 
nents to re.id it carefully to see whether 
or not the criticiani of our Vuucouve 
contemporary is ju.st, or anything lik 
just. This is the article : 

A SECTIO.VAL ORfiAMZATIOV. 

We are sorry to see that measures are 
being taken in Vancouver to organize a 
sectional association. All that a .Main 
land association can do will be to incrense 
and intensify the sectionalism that is 
already too general and too strong in 
this province. There is no reason why 
there should be antagonism between the 
Mainland and the Island, and there are 
many and strong reasoii^ why they 
should work together unitedly and bar 
moniously. We thinlc that the pco])le 
of the Mainland can depend upon the 
Legislative AssewLly doing thenijuatice 
in the redistribution of seats. Their owi 
representatives arc numerous enough 
and zealous enough to look after the in- 
terests of their part of the country, and 
we are quite sure that tliere ii 
not among the Island members th< 
slightest desire to treat the Main 
land, or any section of it, unfairly. We 
do not think that tho new association, 
if it is foi'iiied, will e.xcrciao any vory 
great iulluence upon the Legislature, 
but it may, and wo fear it will, provoke 
strife and create jealoiiay between the 
inhabitants of the island and niuinland 
porta of tliL! province. It British Col 
umbia is to prosper it must be united, 
If the spirit which suggests the forma- 
tion ot a Mainland association extends 
and becomes stronger it may, and most 
probably will, result in a separation of 
tho Island from the .Mainland. There 
are many on the Island who desire ihi 
now, and it the ill-fecliug which thi 
Mainland association will bo sure to 
generate becomes general the split will 
be inevitable. 

We trust that moderate and reflect 
iog men on the Mainland who have the 

Sood of the whole province at heart will 
what they can to disoountenance 
this Bsotional movement. They must see 
that it can do no good and that it may 
do much harm." 

We reproduce this article because the 
subject in importiiiu, ami liccau.sn we do 
not wish any one to be undei- a wrong 
impression as to the purt we havo^ taken 
in this discussion. As the reader sees 
the tone and the lauguage of the article 
have been grossly misrepresented by our 
Vancouver contemporaries, and we do 
not choo.se in a inatccr of this kind to 
allow their untruthful and unjust 
criticisms to ^'o iincDruradictecl. There 
is not, one wor-i in llint ,,iti,'h, that we 
would withdraw or cvon iiHidify. Wo 
know that it was not written in a spirit 
of unkindaess, and wo are quite certain 
that there is not an expression in it tlun 
can be rcganlen as iinfriemily tn any 
man or body of men on Uie .Mainlmid 
We deprocniod tlio (irganizttion cif i 
Mainland Association bucauBo w« lion 
estly believed that tho inSuence it 
would exercise would be injurious to 
the province as a whole. Nothirg tliat 
his since happened hns caused us to 
change our mind, but we have lioard 
Blid Been t,liinji;s thiit hnvo (li-eju'iUMl the 
conviction. Wo tlieieforc stsnd by tl ■: 
article, and we defy our Vancouver oon- 
tempoi'arlea to piovo that it contains a 
throat, or th.ifcone single word of vlUfi 
cation is to ho found In it from l)«gin 
ding to end.

WRONG AGAIN. 

"When there is no'.hlng to say, a8,y

of frankly acknowledging that it had 
misrepresented the Colonist; that wo 
had not acted inconsistently, but hud 
boeii all along on the same side aa it. 
self on that question, it last evening 
prints II long rigmarole, the purport of 
which it is it would require a Pliiludel- 
pliia lawyer to;tei^'?i^|^nter evidently 
thought that the .ei^rdot' that wo pub- 
lished from one of our articles on Sun- 
day morning was all that we hod said 
on the subject. In that assumptiou it 
linds fault with us for not discussing the 
whole question more fully. If the 
writer of.ihe areola thought it worth 
wliile to take a Uttle trouble to make 
sure that he was not giving the public 
more untruthful nonsense, ho would have 
found that in a prnvioiia iimnber we did 
discuss the matter fully, giving our 
readers the reasons we had for condenm- 
ing the Legal I'rofeasions' Act, and for 
supporting Mr. Higgins' uinondment. 
In that article we said; 

The amendment of tho Legal Profes- 
sions Act proposed by Mr. Higgins is, 
we think, wise and loiiuired by the eir- 
cuinstaiiccs of the country. Kiicourage- 
iiient should bo given to men of all classes 
nid professions to settle in British 
Colnmbia and we do not see why 
obstacles should l)u thrown in the way of 
lawyers making their home in the prov- 
ince. Merchants, engineers, clorgyineu, 
physicians, teachers, journalists and 
mechanics are placed under no liabili- 
ties by the laws of the province, and 
why should barristers and solicitors. 

Wo said much more than this and we 
wound up by saying. "Wo bolievo 
that Mr, Higgins' bil! ought to 
puss and if it is amended 
at all, the amendment should be in the 
irection of greater liberality." 
Our contemporary should trj' to have 
tlietriilh onitssideiiowaudtheu. Itisall 
wrong in this matter wboro it could taa 
ily havo been right. Not only did we 
advocate the amendment of the Legal 
Professions Act last session, but in tho 
[irevioua session of 1888 wo expreasec 
our unciualified approval of tliu attempt 
whicli Mr. Higgins was making to liuve it 
amended. 



His liberty as regards religion is as iper- 
fect tliere as It if^ in Toronto or in Vic- 
toria. , Ni> one takeis the trouble to nvake 
r.ny inqui'y as to his religious be- 
lief. He i^oes to Church or stays at; 
home as it pleases him, and he is per- 
fectly free to denounce the Pope iiud 
the whole college of Cardinals if lia 
ohooses to amuse himself in that way.

that tlioy were ill-used and that their 
eligious rights were in danger until 
thoy were told of their deplorishlc cop- 
lition by the agitators from Ontario. 



PUST OFFICE EXPENDITURE. 

Tho Postmaater General's report 
shows that the expenditure in his de 
partmsnt last year was $3,746,000 and 
tiie revenue $2,984,222. This' leaves 
deficit of 8761,818. The result wa8'"one 
that might be expected. The Post Office 
expenditure has always been greater 
than the revenue and in u country where 
the population is scattered over such 
large area this must necessarily be the 
case. In the United Statet'Whpse popu 
lation is nearly fifteen times that of the 
Dominion the expenditure of the Post 
Office exceed the revenue. The deficit 
is there counted by millious. Tho 
cess of the cost of the mail service of 
the United States over the revenue 
was in-;-1889:;{87»803,8fi6;;;Yet the 
Post msisCer! General "does not complain 
of the vast qauntities of printed matter 
which are carried in the mails for which 
the revenue receives no return. He, in 
fact, speaks of lowering the rate of post 
age still further. Tho Donjinion deficit 
is less this year than it has been for the 
last three years. In 1887 the deficit 
wai,|854,Q00 ; in 1888 it was $761,818. 
TIte* people do not complain that tho 
revenue of the postoSlco does not meet 
the expenditure. They appreciate tho 
postal convenieiicoa thoy enjoy, and 
Huite willing that money should be 
taken from the general revenue to cou 
tinue them. Any increase of the rate 
of postage or the withdrawal of any 
privilege they now posseaa would 
bo exceedingly unpopular. The 
crease in the postage on drop 
letters may have added something 
to the revenue of the Department, but 
the Postmaster-General will get little 
credit from the people generally for any 
saving he may have made. The change 
was looked upon as a step in the wrong 
direction. Kvery where the ratci 
postage aro being lowered, and it looks 
like going backward to raise them in 
tho Dominion. It has been found in 
the post offices ofNjther countries that 
low rates of postage in the end bring in 
tho largest revenue, and it will 
doubt be found to be so in this Domin 
irm In the meantime the people are 
(|uite reconciled to see part of the gen 
ei al taxation going to pay any ineqiial' 
ity that there "may be between tHe re 
eeipts and the expi'iKliluid of the Post 
Othce. 

FRENCH - CAN Am A N NEIGH 
BORLINESS. 

Mr. Samuel E. Dawson, who is one of 

tho most accomplished writers that 
.Montreal can biiast of, and who is a 
gentleman of the very highest standing 
morally, writing to the Week shows 
how little a Protestant, who has made 
the province of Quebec his home, is 
inconvenienced by being one of the ma 
jority who some agitators would have u 
believe aro oppressed and persecuted 
He says : 

"Por after all, in real deed, tho mos 
of us who have long resided in this pro 
vince do not find it in the least ais 
agreeable. Unless the Anglo-Saxon 
mind is at an early age familiarised with 
other race^and religions, it' Is apt to 
form fixed ideas. And sorit.often.l.bap 
pens that the French Roman : Catholic, 
as imagined,: by .our outside friends, is 
dtfTorentifrpm.' ,\the person we come 
daily contact with. An Englishman 
may dwell a lifetime in peace in th 
heiu t of French Canada. Nobody will 
leave tracts at his door or give them t 
his children. He may I'e on cxcellen 
terms, and even excliungo hospitalities 
with the cure; but if tlial revei 
giuith-inan should feel uny doubt 
nlmut his lio.st's future state, ho will 
i.ever ho disajirecablc enough 
express thoin. In .Montn^al tlioro is the 
most absolute freedom of diacufision for 
Protestants, VVe may uay, if wo wish, 
just an iinpleasan; tliin^js horo of those 
u hodilTer from us in Toronto — which ia 
saying a great deal. And, indtioil, this 
tolerant feeling in .Montreal elicited 
comment at the meeting of the Kvaiigel- 
i(Ml Alliance which was held here last 
year. In opening the debate upon 
'Komish dogma a source of religious, so. 
•:ial and national peril,' ono of the To- 
iniito clergymen remarked, that there 
'been no occasion where a discua- 
aioii had been carried on bo fully, so 
closely, I'll dclif^ldfully. We are horo 
to-day,' he added, 'miiler the ahado of 
our own viue ami fig-tree, none daring 
to make ue afraid.' Now this is very 
good evidence in favor of Montreal." 

A Protestant may be a iifo-tiine In Mon- 
treal without being reminded in any of- 
fdiisivo way that he differsinrellglon from 
the great majority of hia f«llow-citlii«n«.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

It is worthy of remark that while the 
American Pacific roads during tho last 
few weeks have been blookad by the 
snow and mails and passengers dolaj'od, 
tho trains on the Canadian Pucilic luivo 
run with the most satisfactory regular- 
ity. Tho track has been kept open 
throughout its wholo length. Hut once 
has the traiu failed to arrive at Vancou- 
Tor on the day in which it was due, 
and it has been very seldom even late 
Passengers who havo come from the east 
the C. P. K. trains apeak in the 
highest terms of tho way in which tho 
roud ia managed, and of tho conveni- 
ences and luxuries at theii; i command in 
the cars. Some of them are Ainaricaits, 
and these aro loudest in their praise of 
tho road and the accommodation it ci- 
tenda lo travellers. They crossed tho 
continent rapidly and comfortably, and 
no matter what the weather was, they 
were not subjectedHtpl^ the,) annoyance 
caused by delays. It ts not a little 
singular that while the trains further 
south are often snowbound, the Jsnow 
storms had vory little effect in imped- 
ing travel on the moat northern one 
of all, tlia Cunadiau Pacific. In this the 
predictions of the ^copheta, as in many 
things besides, have been completely 
falsified.

How Uliiii-H Are "Made. 

The process of dniii- umklDg Is an interest- 
cue. Tlio silver ii;jiJiaii is Qrst melted and 
ruu into two-pouiiil Imrs. These in turn are 
run through linniuiise rollers and Battened 
out; to the tfaickii^ of the coin. These silver 
B^ips are then passed cliruugli a machine 
wibJob cuta them into rounil discs of the ex- 
aii dtniensions of Mie coin, ruady for the 
presses, the strips lirst having been trouted 
wltbalcind of tullmv to proveut their being 
scratched in their [jiissoge tliiough tho cut- 
tera, The silver Liliuilta nro then put into the 
(oeder of tJio Htaiiijiiiig prossos, and are fed 
to tiio dio by iiutotimtic inachinary at tho 
rato of 100 |)or imiiuto— 4S,000 being turned 
out in n'Rular "orkiiig daya of twelvo hours. 

As tlio smooth lilniik» are pressed between 
tho ponderous )iriiir.ing dies they receiva the 
lettered and Ogured iin|)ression in a manner 
Biiiiilar to thut of pnper pressed upon a form 
of typo, at tliu Biiiiio timo the piece is ex 
pniided in a sli;;lit di'^ree, by which the mill 
iui; is foniiud on its rim, Tho machiuo drops 
tho compielod coin into a receiver, and it is 
rendy for tho counter's hands. Tho instru 
meiit iiKi^il by tlie counter ia not a complicated 
nmchiiK- liyiiiiy means, as one might suppoae. 
It is a sirn])io i-oppcr colored tray, having 
raised c(lt;i s ruMriuiK ucross the surface at a 
dlatanco about tho exact width of a dime. 

Troni tho receiver tho money is dumpod on 
the board or tray, mid lis it is shaken rapidly 
by tho eouiiTer tliu pieoe.s settle down Into the 
tpncu biUwuuii tlie ridges. Ail these spaces 
being filled, the surplus coin is brushed back 
Into the receiver, and the counter has exactly 
1,250 silver dimes, or $125, on the tray, which 
ntuulier It requires to fill the spaces. The 
tra^ ii emptied into the boxes, and the money 
is then ready for shipment. The dime does 
not pass through the bands of the wcdgber, as 
docs the coin of a larger denomisatipn^'One 
and one-half grains are allowed (or variance 
or "'tolerance" .in',.alJ silver coin from $1 
dcwQ, and'ljttieT'dbviation (rom'th'e staiidard 
in the case of the ten cent pieces is so trifling 
that tlio o.x]>cii<e of weighing the coin of this 
deiioniin,'itiun is diB])eU8ed with. — Mauufac 
turer and Uuilder.

K roper time the govornmoiit would 
ring down tho particulais nf their 
measure. The opposition hud chosen 
not to tike issue or discuss any of the 
numerous matters of policy fore- 
shadowed in the speech, but 
had branched oft" into side is- 
sues, and tho last speaker had 
blamed the governnient for what the 
speech "did not contain, as if matter not 
mentioned were necessarily uot tho sub- 
ject of government concern. Aa well 
might it be argued that, because no 
mention is nmdo in any part of tho novel 
that Bill Sykos' dog had a tail, there- 
fore he had no tail. (Laughter.) They 
had no fault to find with the Legal Pro- 
fessions' bill, but were obliged to fall 
back on ini^tatements, as they did 
when thoy saw that tho previous meas- 
ures were brought in by the opposition, 
and ofl'ored by tho government; whereas 
tho fact was, tlie hist hill was brought 
in by a government supporter (Mr. 
Higgins) and voted for by all the mem- 
bers of the last government now on 
the floor of tho House, viz. : 
Messrs. Robson, Vernon, and Turner, 
and opposed by the then leading member, 
of the opposition, Mr. Bole, from New 
Wcstminator, (Cheers.) His own 
courae on this bill, lie would take ocoa 
sion to justify when tho bill came be- 
fore the House. The mombora on the 
other side of the House never could bo 
truthful, and that is wdiy they had been 
so long and ho|ielcssly in opposition and 
likely to continue so. The govcrnniont 
woro responsible hir no leading articles, 
whether in Tm; Coi.o.viht or elsewhere, 
and he had seen no artiolo in that jour- 
nal, such as stated by Mr. Semliii, ad- 
vocating the aeparatioii of the Island 
from the .Miiiidand.

Hon. .Mr. Davie then lefeiied to the 
cDiiteiition of Mr. Heaven t.'iat although, 
strictly speaking, iicting within eoiiati- 
tutiiinal ^limits the preniier, should, 
accoiiling to the spirit of the coiialitii- 
t imi, have sDUglil re-election, wdieii not 
a])pi lived by the people or the House, 
and said that smdi a contention came 
very badly fi iiiii a gentleman like .Mr. 
Heaven, who, in ISH'J, wlu'ii his jjiirty 
waa hopelessly defeated ut the pulls, 
clung to ollii:e from ,Iiily until .Iiiniiary, 
when liiiiied mil by a iii,.joiity of l(i to 
8 iijjoii a resolution condemning lii.s un- 
constitutional (;oiirse, in neither resign- 
ing nor calling the House together. 

Hon. Mr. Robson -Did ,Mr. Seniliii 
vote upon that division 't 

Hon. Mr. Davie- Yea, he was 0110 of 
tho 10 who voted to turn out the gen- 
tleman he now supports (cheers), so be 
can hardly coinineiid the loader of the 
opposition for constitutional rectitude.
